BAPTISTS  AND  CHURCH-STATE 
SEPARATION 

The  Baptist  definitely  have  decided 
to  drop  sponsorship,  but  quietly,  of 
the  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
Introduced  during  the  first  session  of 
the  80th  Congress  by  Rep.  Joseph 
Bryson  (D.-S.  C.). 

Instead,  when  the  National  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Church  and  State  is  fully 
organized,  the  Baptists  and  other  Pro¬ 
testant  groups  expect  to  work  in  the 
various  state  legislatures  and  in  the 
courts  to  stop  what  some  Baptist 
spokesmen  have  termed  the  destruc¬ 
tion  of  the  Church-State  line  of  de¬ 
marcation,  particularly  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  school  aid. 

Many  Baptists  feel  that  they  have 
been  too  much  "out  in  front”  on  the 
Issue,  which  made  them  seem  to  be 
enemies  of  Roman  Catholics,  or  pre¬ 
judiced  against  the  Catholics.  Bap¬ 
tist  spokesmen  insist  that  this  Is  not 
viewing  the  controversy  in  its  true 
light  and  that  they  are  not  trying  to 
sow  hatred,  or  to  lead  a  crusade 
against  Catholicism.  They  insist  that 
they  would  be  Just  as  opposed  to  any 
other  group,  religious  or  irreligious, 
seeking  federal,  state,  or  local  tax  aid 
on  the  same  grounds. 

At  any  rate,  the  Baptists  aren’t  go¬ 
ing  to  be  as  far  out  in  front  in  the 
future  on  this  issue  as  they  have  in 
the  past.  They  are  going  to  let  the 
National  Committee,  when  it’s  finally 
organized,  speak.

On  New  Year’s  Eve  night  300  Mem¬ 
phis  laymen  Inaugurated  what  pro¬ 
mises  to  be  the  greatest  program  of 
religious  advertising  In  the  history  of 
this  country.  New  Year’s  morning  citi¬ 
zens  Of  Memphis  saw  approximately 

4,000  street  corners  stenciled  “1948 _ 

Give  GOD  a  Chance  —  This  Year.” 
They  saw  17  standard  size  billboards 
carrying  the  same  slogan.  Pictures  of 
posting  the  boards  and  stenciling  the 
comers  appeared  with  news  stories  in 
the  Memphis  papers.  News  releases 
were  sent  out  over  AP  and  UP  wires 
as  well  as  through  RN8.  Prominent 
mention  was  made  In  radio  news 
broadcasts. 

In  addition  to  billboards  and  sten¬ 
cilling.  500  cards,  11  x  28  inches,  will 
repeat  the  message  in  strategic  i 


and  office  locations  throughout  the 
city,  and  40,000  cards  2  1-2x6  inches 
will  carry  the  message  into  the  homes 
of  Memphis.  A  new  display  will  ap¬ 
pear  each  month  during  the  year  on 
billboards  and  cards.

MORE  REVELATORY  FACTS 
ON  BREACH  OF  FREEDOM

Readers  have  had  the  opportunity 
of  seeing  two  presentation  of  the 
Catholic  breach  of  Religious  Freedom 
In  the  previous  issues  of  the  New 
Mexican.  It  was  my  opportunity  to  at¬ 
tend  a  meeting  recently  in  which  men 
and  women,  unabashed,  spoke  of  the 
Injustices  under  their  direct  observa¬ 
tions. 

At  Jemez,  the  Catholic  school  is  sup¬ 
ported,  in  part,  by  public  tax  funds. 
These  facts  are  of  record,  at  once  pre¬ 
senting  a  breach  that  would  cause  the 
brethren  in  many  sections  of  the 
South  to  ask  “can  this  be?”  This 
school,  “St.  Joseph  Public  School,”  has 
been  merged  with  several  outlying 
public  schools  In  the  county.  Catholic 
religion  is  definitely  taught  by  the 
Nuns,  and  to  all  pupils,  regardless  of 
their  religious  preference.  Even  more 
revelatory  of  the  brazen  attitude  in 
this  matter  is  the  Catholic  treatment 
of  the  pupils  who  object  to  the  so-call¬ 
ed  “Religious  Instruction."  Pupils  re¬ 
port  this  instruction  to  be  nothing 
less  than  a  Catholic  Mass.  We  aren’t 
through  with  Jemez,  even  with  the 
astounding  facts  above.  Insult  is 
heaped  upon  Injury  In  this  further  in¬ 
cident.  At  a  recent  commencement 
program,  the  graduates  were  compell¬ 
ed  to  go  through  certain  ceremonies, 
including  the  kissing  of  the  ring  of  the 
Archhishop,  this  arbitrary  act  becom¬ 
ing  necessary  to  the  receipt  of  the 
diploma.

After  serving  the  Brookhaven 
church  and  nearby  charges  for  11  1-1 
years  in  addition  to  churches  in  Cov¬ 
ington,  Jeff  Davis,  and  Lincoln  coun¬ 
ties,  Shelby ville,  Tenn.,  Fulton,  Mo. 
and  Louisville,  Ky.,  he  has  made  his 
home  in  Brookhaven  since  his  retire¬ 
ment. 

Dr.  Taylor  is  a  native  of  Prince  Wil¬ 
liam  county,  Virginia.  He  holds  a  B. 
A.  degree  and  a  D.  D.  degree  from 
Georgetown  College,  Georgetown,  Ky., 
and  a  Master  of  Theology  degree  from 
the  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in 
Louisville,  Ky. 

He  now  serves  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary  at  Louisville,  and  is  a  form¬ 
er  member  of  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Convention  Board  and  the  executive 
committee. 

Accomplishments  of  the  First  Bap¬ 
tist  church  during  his  pastorate  in¬ 
cluded  the  payment  of  the  last  in¬ 
debtedness  on  the  church  building, 
purchase  of  a  pipe  organ,  and  pur¬ 
pose  of  adjoining  church  property. 

Also  Dr.  Taylor  is  responsible  for 
the  organization  of  the  first  Interme¬ 
diate  Baptist  Young  People’s  Union  in 
the  state  and  known  for  a  series  of 
revival  meetings  throughout  the  state.

with  Russia  must  be  stopped,  diffi¬ 
cult  as  that  may  be;  and  that  the 
world’s  resources  should  be  channeled 
into  helping  rebuild  a  starying,  shat¬ 
tered,  war-devastated  world.”

Moreover,  it  is  stated  that  only  one 
business  man  who  was  approached  re¬ 
fused  to  sign.  It  would  be  interesting 
to  see  these  names  and  to  know  what 
kind  of  business  they  are  engaged  in. 
This  does  not  give  the  true  picture  of 
Forest.  Most  of  the  businessmen  of 
Forest  are  dry  and  voted  dry  last  year 
by  a  large  majority. 

The  department  of  Temperance  Ac¬ 
tivities,  the  State  Christian  Citizens’ 
League,  and  other  dry  forces  are  urg¬ 
ing  Christian  people  to  flood  their  le¬ 
gislators  with  letters  and  telegrams 
expressing  their  views,  rather  than 
by  such  straw  votes.

According  to  a  n  Associated 
Press  dispatch,  Joseph  A.  Engle- 
hard,  President  of  the  Distilled 
Spirits  Institute  and  head  of  the 
Glenmore  distilleries,  told  a  Sen¬ 
ate  committee  that  the  distilling 
industry  is  “willing  and  anxious 
to  do  its  full  share”  in  saving  grain 
to  help  feed  Europe. 

This  same  AP  dispatch  stated 
that  “a  three  judge  Federal  Court 
.  today  upheld  the  constitutionality 
of  a  section  of  the  anti-inflation 
law  authorizing  the,  government 
to  ration  grain  to  distillers.” 

In  other  words  Mr.  Englehard 
declares  that  the  distillers  are  an¬ 
xious  to  help  save  grain  for  Europe 
while  the  distillers  at  the  spme 
time  attack  the  law  which  enables 
the  government  to  ration  grain 
to  distillers. 

Both  cannot  be  right.

The  column  carried  in  the  secu¬ 
lar  press  written  by  Angelo  Patri 
recently  touched  upon  a  subject 
that  is  possibly  well-nigh  a  univer¬ 
sal  question  in  the  minds  of  Chris¬ 
tian  girls  at  one  time  or  another. 

In  the  present  set-up  of  this 
world,  Christian  girls  sometimes 
wonder,  “Does  it  pay  to  try  to  live 
right?”  They  see  girls  with  morals

“I#  love  to  go,  Mr.  Patri,  but  they 
expect  me  to  drink  what  they  drink, 
smoke  when  they  do,  and  it  seems 
that  they  expect  me  to  pay  for  the 
evening  by  allowing  familiarities  that 
I  cannot  permit.  8o  often  I  am  in  the 
house  when  the  others  are  having  a 
good  time.  1  do  want  to  be  one  of 
them,  I  do  want  8  boy  friend.  I  do, 
above  all,  want  to  be  married  when 
the  times  comes  and  have  children 
of  my  own.  I  am  so  troubled.” 

Naturally.  But  to  these  girls  I  would 
say,  "Don’t  you  know  that  there  are 
boys  and  young  men,  who  have  the 
same  standards  as  you  have?” 

Character  is  a  slow  growth.  Young 
people  make  many  mistakes  as  they 
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grope  their  way  toward  maturity. 

But  one  swallow  does  not  make  a 
Summer,  nor  one  error  a  sinner.  We 
all  learn  by  experience  and  suffering 
to  take  the  better  road.  The  young 
girls  who,  like  this  one,  are  groping 
their  way  toward  happiness  need  only 
hold  fast  to  what  they  know  is  good. 
This  they  do  for  their  own  sakes  and 
for  the  sake  of  the  home  and  family 
which  they  will,  by  and  by  head.

Jan.  30  —  Officials  of  the 
Forest  Merchants  Association  which 
boasts  nearly  60  members  expressed 
resentment  today  over  the  statement 
by  two  Forest  men  that  40  business 
firms  of  Forest  had  signed  a  petition 
favoring  legalized  liquor. 

The  officials  also  took  sharp  issues 
with  their  statement  that  “only  one 
businessman  in  Forest  declined  to  sign 
tbe  petition”  which  the  officials  as¬ 
serted  gave  the  impression  that  all 
Forest  firms  but  one  favored  legaliza¬ 
tion. 

Association  officials  challenged  the 
men  “to  produce  the  names  of  the  40 
petitioners"  and  declared  that  the  as¬ 
sociation  “has  taken  no  action  on  le¬ 
galized  liquor  and  has  authorized  no¬ 
body  to  take  a  petition  around.” 

While  membership  in  the  association 
is  not  restricted  and  all  business  and 
professional  men  are  invited  and 
urged  toojoin,  the  officials  observed 
that  ’neither  H.  F.  McCormick  nor  T. 
R.  King  are  members  of  the  associa¬ 
tion.” 

Officials  of  the  association  who  is¬ 
sued  the  statement  were  J.  O.  Free¬ 
man,  president;  W.  F.  Steveqs,  vice- 
president;  R.  L.  Goodwin,  treasurer, 
and  Erie  Johnston,  secretary.

Jesus 
Chrtat  said,  “They  that  take  the  sword 
shall  perish  by  the  sword”  ...  but 
our  militarists  want  os  to  shoot  first 
and  rbk  tbe  consequences.  Jesus 
Christ  said  we  should  try  to  conquer 
our  enemies  by  showing  a  nobler, 
friendlier,  more  patient  and  more  for¬ 
giving  spirit  than  they  show  .  .  .  but 
too  many  Americana,  as  Pearl  Buck 
says,  play  squarely  into  the  hands  of 
the  most  violent  element  in  Russia  by 
trying  to  outdo  Vishinsky  in  violence 
and  fist -shaking,  proclaiming  that  we 
hate  Russia  and  are  ready  to  make 

We  are  grateful  to  the  Editob  of 
a  periodical  with  tremendous  cir¬ 
culation  like  this  one  which  seeks 
the  good  of  our  great  farming 

population,  fittingly  called  “the 
salt  of  the  earth.” 
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Why  Worry? 

This  topic  does  not  mean  a 
shrug  of  the  shoulders,  and  a  “So 
what?” 

It  refers  to  worrying  instead  of 
‘taking  your  burden  to  the  Lord 
and  leaving  it  fere,’  Recently  an 
article  clipped  from  ihe  Biblecal 
Recorder  expressed  the  idea  in  a 
very  fine  way.  Below  we  quote 
from  tins: 

The  personal  sin  of  fretting  is 
almost  as  extensive  as  any  other 
evil.  It  is  not  universal,  but  very 
general.  It  is  as  vain  and  useless 
a  habit  as  ope  can  harbor.  Nothing 
so  warps  man’s  nature,  sours  his 
disposition,  or  breaks  up  the 
friendly  relationship  in  the  do¬ 
mestic  circle  as  fretting. 

It  is  a  direct  violation  of  the 
law  of  God.  It  is  sinful  in  the 
beginning,  in  its  progress,  and 
sinful  continually.  The  dicine  di¬ 
rection  is:  “In  nothing  be  an¬ 
xious.” 

Scolding  is  confined  to  no  age 
or  clime.  Some  bad  streak  In  one’s 
constitution,  a  little  mishap,  or  a 
score  of  causes,  may  stir  and  stim¬ 
ulate  this  irritable  disposition. 
Such  a  spirit  in  the  family,  in  the 
school,  or  church  may  become 
contagious  and  result  In  great  in¬ 
jury. 

But  It  may  be  quelled  and  con¬ 
quered.  When  we  see  its  mani¬ 
festation  In  time  to  take  a  sec¬ 
ond  thought,  a  determined  silence 
is  sure  to  ward  off  the  outburst  It 
Is  difficult  for  a  quarrel  to  con¬ 
tinue  long  without  opposing 
agents.  Nothing  so  surprises  an 
angry  person  as  kind  words,  let 
them  be  few  and  spoken  In  a 
loving  manner. 

Fretting  Is  founded  in  selfish¬ 
ness.  Love  cannot  be  won  by  It; 
respect  cannot  be  retained.  There 
remains  the  love  of  nobility  In 
every  man.  To  this  natural  sense 
of  goodness  we  cannot  in  kindness 
appeal  in  vain.  Fretting  is  an  evil 
force  that  fosters  faults  it  seeks 
In  vain  to  correct.  —  Fellowship 
Mews.  (Biblical  Recorder). 
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Th*  Catholic  Hierarchy 
And  Religious  Liberty 

While  the  Roman  Catholic  church  In 
the  United  States  joins  the  chorus  of 
all  denominations  in  praising  our 
blessed  American  heritage  of  religious 
liberty — which  springs  from  the  early 
Baptist  colony  of  Rhode  Island— the 
same  Roman  Catholic  church,  in  other 
countries  where  that  church  is  in  the 
majority,  is  adamant  to  any  reforms 
that  would  grant  the  same  liberty  to 
other  denominations.  This  condition 
is  true  in  Spain,  Argentina,  Mexico 
and  other  countries. 

According  to  Time  magazine  (Dec. 
3,  1945),  the  primate  of  the  Catholic 
hierarchy  in  Argentina,  Santiago  Luis 
Cardinal  Copello,  “last  week  gave 
Catholic  Argentines  some  advice  on 
the  forthcoming  (February)  elec¬ 
tions.” 

Quoting  Time  further:  “No  Catho¬ 
lic.’  said  the  cardinal  in  a  pastoral 
letter,  ‘should  support  parties  or  can¬ 
didates  who  would  reverse  Argentine 
law  by  (1)  separating  the  church  from 
the  state,  (2)  taking  religious  teach¬ 
ing  out  of  the  public  schools,  (3)  le¬ 
galizing  civil  divorce.’  ” 

We  find  it  difficult,  Indeed,  to  re¬ 
concile  the  attitude  of  the  Catholic 
hierarchy  on  religious  liberty.  For  it 
speaks  in  Spanish  against  soul  liberty, 
while  in  English  it  shouts  its  praise  of 
it. 

Perhaps  we  are  in  the  mental  state 
in  which  little  Red  Ridinghood  found 
herself  when  confronted  by  the  phe¬ 
nomenon  of  the  wolf  in  her  grand¬ 
mother’s  bed  and  clothed  in  her 
grandmother’s  garments — but  with¬ 
out  her  grandmother’s  teeth  and 
voice.

Richardson  is  an  honor  graduate  of  the 
Harvard  Divinity  School  and  holds  a 
Doctor  of  Philosophy  degree  from  Drew 
University.  For  the  past  fifteen  years,  he 
has  served  as  Chaplain  at  Tusk  eg  ee  In¬ 
stitute.  During  these  years,  he  has  work¬ 
ed  intensely  In  southern  rural  areas  and 
has  pioneered  in  methods  of  in-service 
ministerial  training.  This  book  looks  far 
below  the  surface  and  diaoovers  basic 
difficulties.  Dr.  Richardson  traces  the 
history  of  the  church  among  Negroes  in 
the  South  and  shows  how  present  patterns 
were  developed.  Kit  wined  with  religious 
practices  of  this  region  are  social  and 
economic  as  well  as  interracial  problems.

NEWARK,  N.  J.  — (RNS) —  The  sup¬ 
erintendent  of  schools  here  has  barred 
The  Nation,  weekly  liberal  magazine, 
from  four  local  high  sdhools  because 
of  a  series  of  allegedly  antl-Catholic 
articles  which  appeared  In  the  publi¬ 
cation  last  November. 

NEW  YORK  —  Miss  Freda  Kirck- 
way,  editor  of  The  Nation,  called  the 
ban  imposed  against  her  magazine  by 
the  Newark,  1^  J.,  superintendent  of 
schools  ‘‘a  serious  offense  against  free¬ 
dom  of  speech — or  perhaps  one  should 
say  freedom  of  learning.” 

Miss  Kirchway  termed  the  ban  "a 
form  of  censorship  which  dangerously 
Infringes  on  the  right  of  high  school 
students  to  learn  facts  and  hear  con¬ 
flicting  opinions — even  about  so  poli¬ 
tically  powerful  a  body  as  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church.

Lesson  for  February  Eighth 

L  Paul’s  Passionate  Plea  for  the 
Deity  of  Jesus.  Col.  1:1-8.  Paul  had 
to  combat  the  gnostic  heresy,  which 
was  that  God  was  so  high  in  station 
above  man,  so  far  removed  from  man, 
that  there  could  be  no  direct  commun¬ 
ion  and  fellowship  between  God  and 
man.  To  bridge  this  gap,  there  were 
numerous  gradations  of  angels,  rang¬ 
ing  down  from  the  holiest  of  them  to 
man.  He  has  a  body,  and  that  body  is 
made  of  matter;  but  all  matter  is  cor¬ 
rupt,  and  therefore  all  men  are  cor¬ 
rupt.  Whence  it  follows  that  God  could 
not  have  been  a  man.  for  He  would 
have  been  impure  from  having  a  ma¬ 
terial  body.  TTien  God  could  not  have 
been  Jesus,  In  Him  the  godhead  could 
not  have  dwelt. 

So  Paul  begins  his  epistle  by  de¬ 
claring  that  Christ  Jesus  was  not 
merely  as  an  angel  of  station  never  so 
high,  but  as  God  come  in  human 
flesh,  the  agent  of  God  in  the  crea¬ 
tion  of  the  world,  who  had  existed 
before  all  worlds,  the  founder  and 
i  head  of  the  church,  the  reconciler  of 
r  men  to  God,  who  always  deserves  the 
worship  of  men,  the  station  of  preemi¬ 
nences  above  a  lhltrones  andetaoln 
nence  above  all  thrones  and  power 
and  dominion. 

H.  Paul  at  Prayer  for  His  People  at 
Colossi.  Col.  1:913.  Take  time  to  read 
this  passage  to  see  how  a  great  man 
thinks  he  can  best  help  his  friends. 
“I  .  .  ,  do  not  cease  to  pray  and  make 
request  for  you.”  He  did  that  every 
day,  that  every  time  he  prayer,  and 
that,  you  may  be  sure,  was  often  and 
consistently.  He  undoubtedly  thought 
prayer  was  the  greatest  service  he 
could  render  his  friends.  Now  notice 
what  he  prays  for  them  to  have. 

He  wants  his  friends  to  be  filled  with 
the  knowledge  of  the  will  of  God,*  to 
have  an  accurate  acquaintance  with 
God  in  the  expression  of  himself  in 
His  word  and  in  His  Son  our  Lord. 
That  they  might  have  this  full  know¬ 
ledge  in  order  that  they  might  walk  In 
fellowship  with  their  Lord,  that  the 
work  of  their  hands  might  be  worthy 
of  the  Lord  and  the  fruit  of  their  lips 
might  magnify  their  Master.  That 
they  might  be  strengthened  with  all 
power  from  God  to  be  patient  under 
whatever  provocation,  might  learn  to 
suffer  with  Joy  whatever  might  afflict 
them  in  their  service  of  Christ.  This 
also,  that  they  might  learn  to  give 
thanks  to  the  Father  for  all  things 
which  He  sends,  knowing  that  He 
will  send  us  nothing  that  is  not  for 
our  good,  in  order  that  we  may  be 
made  fit  to  be  partakers  of  the  inherij 
tance  awaiting  the  saints  who’ bask  in 
the  light  of  the  glory  of  God.

A  Hospital  Training  Center  for 
the  Orient  Somewhere  in  China 


Jrlanaging  a  hospital 
is  a  highly-specialized  job.  Man¬ 
aging  a  Christian  hospital  is 
much  more  so.  Medical  schools 
produce  surgeons,  obstetricians, 
anesthetists,  and  other  doctors 
and  nurses;  few  of  them  train 
men  and  women  to  he  hospital 
business  managers,  superintend¬ 
ents,  nursing  supervisors,  X- 
ray  and  laboratory  technicians, 
chaplains  and  social  service 
workers.  Yet  if  they  are  to  un¬ 
derstand  their  part  in  a  ministry 
of  healing,  these  must  be  trained 
to  man  a  Christian  medical  in¬ 
stitution. 

Baptists  in  the  Orient 
have  to  depend  upon  other  de¬ 
nominations  for  their  medical 
training;  for  hospital  training 
they  have  no  place  to  go.  All  the 


Orient's  mission  hospitals  would 
benefit  by  a  school  of  hospital 
administration  set  up  to  train 
personnel  for  Southern  Baptists* 
four  hospitals  in  China. 

This  kind  of  school 
would  be  a  full-fledged  hospital, 
probably  with  300  beds  and  a 
ward  reserved  for  missionaries 
who  require  special  treatment 
and  resL  It  would  be  partially 
supported  by  payment  for  serv¬ 
ices  rendered  to  foreign  and  Chi¬ 
nese  patients  of  means.  One  of 
three  new  medical  projects  rec¬ 
ommended  for  Baptist  missions 
in  China,  it  is  a  unique  open 
door.  .

Criteria  Of  Success 
In  The  Ministry 

By  Dr.  Olin  T.  Binkley 
Professor  of  Christian  Ethics  and 
Sociology  at  Southern  Seminary 


(Condensed  from  an  article  in  the 
January,  1948,  issue  of  the  Tie,  month¬ 
ly  news  magazine  of  Southern  Semi¬ 
nary). 


There  Is  a  grave  danger  that  world¬ 
ly  conceptions  of  success  will  invade 
the  thinking  of  our  time  concerning 
the  Christian  ministry.  John  Oman 
declared  that  the  churches  are  trou¬ 
bled,  but  it  is  about  their  finances, 
their  statistics,  and  their  projects,  and 
not  about  what  alone  matters  sup¬ 
remely,  their  message  and  the  em¬ 
bodiment  of  it  in  their  own  fellow¬ 
ship. 

The  first  test  and  measure  of  a 
successful  ministry  is  the  progress  of 
the  gospel.  The  basic  test  of  our  ef¬ 
fectiveness  in  this:  Are  we  helping 
to  advance  the  gospel  in  the  com¬ 
munities  in  which  we  live  and  preach? 
Is  God’s  saving  power  at  work  among 
men,  women,  and  children?  Do  men 
live  by  faith,  hope,  and  love?  Does 
Christ  have  the  highest  place  in  their 
minds  and  the  deepest  place  in  their 
hearts?  Are  we  helping  to  make  the 
gospel  effective  in  the  home,  in  the 
community,  said  across  international 
boundaries? 

Every  pastor  needs  knowledge,  skill, 
and  the  qualities  of  Christian  charac¬ 
ter.  It  is  necessary  for  him  to  have  a 
personal  knowledge  of  God,  a  growing 
understanding  of  the  Bible,  and  a 
clear  conception  of  the  nature  and 
destiny  of  men.  He  must  possess  moral 
integrity,  spiritual  vitality,  and  a  pas¬ 
sion  for  the  salvation  of  men. 

The  distinctive  feature  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  conception  of  success  comes  from 
the  example  and  teaching  of  Jesus.  He 
presented  the  revolutionary  idea  that 
all  greatness  should  be  measured  in 
terms  of  service.  He  was  considerate 
of  the  interests  and  needs  of  others 
(II  Cor.  10:1).  He  went  about  doing 
good  (Acts  10:38).  He  taught  plainly 
that  love  is  the  law  of  life  and  that 
love  expresses  itself  in  service,  espe¬ 
cially  in  acts  of  kindness  and  practi¬ 
ced  helpfulness.  At  this  particular  hour 
In  history,  when  hunger  stalks  so 
many  of  the  peoples  of  the  world,  the 
summons  to  service  is  clear  and  im¬ 
perative.  Brotherly  love  is  personal 
in  essence,  but  it  is  practical  in  ac¬ 
tion. 

The  final  test  of  genuine  and  last¬ 
ing  success  in  the  ministry  is  obedi¬ 
ence  to  the  will  of  God.  It  is  the  obe¬ 
dience,  not  of  a  slave  to  his  master, 
but  of  a  child  to  our  Father  who  is  in 
heaven.  The  ultimate  standard  is 
God's  judgement,  and  a  pastor  who 
obeys  the  Holy  Spirit  will  never  wholly 
faiL
